PREFACE. 



According to recent reports made by 
Bible societies, a sum, considerably ex- 
ceeding a million of money, has been 
expended in the great work of dissemi- 
nating the Sacred Writings. The expe- 
rience, however, of more than twenty 
years, very clearly proves, that this 
expense, and the active labours of those 
employed in this praiseworthy under- 
taking, have not produced beneficial 
effects, equal to the expectations of the 
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friends and zealous promoters of it. 
Christ taught the doctrine of repentance 
and remission of sins, of the resurrection, 
and future rewards and punishments, to 
a people who knew God, but who had 
corrupted the truth, and degenerated 
into opinions and practices altogether 
inconsistent with it. Christians of this 
country are offering the Bible, and 
teaching the truths of it, to nations who 
never heard of it before. The two cases 
differ very widely, and seem to require 
different treatment and management. 

When God was graciously pleased to 
make himself known, and to reveal his 
will to the house of Israel, he promised a 
land flowing with milk and honey, and 
abounding with every thing necessary 
for their comfort and happiness, as an 
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encouragement for their obedience to his 
righteous laws and commandments. And^ 
beyond a doubt^ the prospect of great 
temporal good, would operate very power- 
fully upon the minds of people deprived 
of, and strangers to,^ all the blessings of 
life, in the house of bondage in Egypt, 
and exposed to dangers and difficulties in 
the wilderness for forty years. Wherever 
the Bible is carried, there, a picture of 
England's happiness and prosperity may 
be, and I think should be drawn, for the 
purpose of exciting admiration, and curi- 
osity. And, if heathens could be made 
to understand, that England was once 
in the same state of ignorance and bar- 
barism that they are now in, and only 
emerged from it, when her people were 
acquainted with the truths and religion 
of the Bible, — ^if they could be made to 
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understand^ that the same cause would 
produce the same eflfect, — that the know- 
ledge of God, followed by the practice 
of righteousness, is sure to " exalt any 
nation," — and if they could be convinced, 
from the gentle, affectionate, virtuous 
conduct of their Christian instructors, 
who travel or live amongst them, that 
they had no other object in view than 
their real welfare, and the raising them 
to the same state of happiness with 
themselves and their countr)m[ien, — a 
powerful motive would be created, to 
induce them to receive, examine, and 
understand a Book that had produced 
such extraordinary consequences, — such 
wonderfiil civilization, and knowledge, 
and happiness. If the Deity in this 
manner awakened the attention of Israel 
in Egypt, and kept it alive in the 
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desert, — why should not Christians try to 
fix the attention of people, still in dark- 
ness, ignorance, superstition^ and slavery, 
on the happiness of England ? — a hap- 
piness, which they may attain without 
the dangers and difficulties that Israel 
encountered, before he entered the pro- 
mised land? The report of England's 
glory has long excited the curiosity 
of foreigners ; — and people, from the 
remote uncivilized islands of the Pacific 
Ocean, as well as kings, princes, and no- 
bles from the polished courts of Europe, 
have visited this country, to witness its 
grandeur, and to see a people, who, in 
obedience to the commands of their 
Divine Master, are ever ready to relieve 
the distressed, to feed the hungry, and to 
clothe the naked. If the minds of people 
who never heard of the true God were 
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thus awakened, would not religious in- 
struction, — would not the religion that 
came from heaven, — ^the more easily and 
quickly enter into them, and make a 
deeper impression upon their hearts ? 

It seems also to me, notwithstanding 
all that has been said to the contrary, 
that the cause of truth would be pro- 
moted amongst heathen nations, and 
amongst the unlettered of every nation, 
by circulating everywhere a compen- 
dium, in the words of the Bible, of the 
laws and precepts relating to the duty 
of men to God and each other, — to- 
gether with the important doctrine of 
the resurrection, and future rewards and 
punishments. Such a selection would 
occupy but little time in reading; — 
neither would it require any particular 



labour of the mind to understand it : — 
for, the rule of Ufe, given by the all- 
wise Creator to his rational creatures, 
the largest part of whom are, and per- 
haps ever will be, in great comparative 
ignorance, on account of their necessary 
habits of industry and labour, must be 
very plain and intelligible, or it could 
never be learned — it could never be 
practised. If one Bible accompanied 
two or three hundred copies of such a 
selection, much expense would be saved ; 
at the same time, there might be a suf- 
ftcient number of copies of the greater 
work for reference, and for the exami- 
nation of those who have leisure, and 
wish to be acquainted with every part 
of the sacred history. The common 
mariner, without any depth of astrono- 
mical or mathematical learning, braving 
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the winds and tempests^ sails directly 
from north to souths from east to west, 
from port to port, by means of the 
knowledge he has of two or three of 
the most useftd properties of the com- 
pass, and the position of a few of the 
brightest constellations which glitter 
amongst the m3niads of stars that shinj^ 
by night, above and around him. A 
similar observance of the revealed will 
of God (which, I trust, few people will 
brand me with presumption and folly 
for calling the best part of the Bible) 
would carry the religious man in safety, 
through the perils and dangers of this 
world, and place him in the regions of a 
blessed immortality. 

I made the following selection from 
the Bible, some time ago, for the use 
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of a numerous family of children. The 
first part they generally understood, with- 
out difficulty, in their early years; — 
their often reading it has impressed it 
upon their minds, and, I hope, they 
have been lastingly benefited by it. I 
print it with a view to benefit others, 
whether at home or abroad — whether 
the children of the sincere worshipper 
of God, or the children of the unen- 
lightened idolater, on whom the rays 
of truth are just beginning to dawn. 
God has declared, " that all shall know 
" him, from the least to the greatest." ^' If 
^' I be lifted up from the earth," says the 
author of the Christian dispensation, '^ I 
'' will draw all men unto me." Every man, 
therefore, ought to promote " the work 
" of God," and the interest of his fellow- 
creatures, according to his knowledge 
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and ability; and not invent any empty 
excuses, proceeding from idleness or a 
fear of hurting his worldly interest, for 
wrapping his talent in a napkin, and ren- 
dering it perfectly useless.

Nide, — This Preface was written several years ago ; and 
I see no reason for altering any of the remarks I then made 
in it. Even at home, though the Bihle is everywhere circu- 
lated, our moral state is not what it ought to be, with such a 
religious treasure in our possession. The most finished time- 
piece, beautifully enamelled, and set in the most valuable 
diamonds, is of little use, without hands on its dial-plate;— 
and if it is not kept clean and properly regulated, it will 
often shew a wrong hour, and mislead. The industrious 
workman has but a few hours to spare for recruiting his 
strength. He is obliged to husband and divide his time 
with care and accuracy; and always considers himself 
fortunate, if he is able, out of his earnings, to purchase a 
watch, which he looks upon as a friend and companion, 
ready to give him immediate and honest counsel and 
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direction whenever he is consulted. In like manner, the 
poor man, when he looks for the directions that will lead 
him to everlasting life, should he ahle to find them, with- 
out waste of time, in the plain doctrinal language of the 
prophets, and in the saving words of the Son of God. 

Mosheim says, " The improvement which proceeded from 
the restoration of letters and philosophy in the sixteenth 
century, extended not only to the method of conveying 
theological instruction, hut purified moreover the science 
of theology itself. For the true nature, genius, and design 
of the Christian religioni which even the most learned and 
pious doctors of antiquity had hut imperfectly compre- 
hended, were now unfolded with evidence and precision, 
and drawn, like truth, from an ahyss in which they had 
hitherto lain too much concealed." * 

Will it be too bold to assert, that Christianity may be 
taught, in a clearer and more intelligible manner, in the 
nineteenth than in the sixteenth century? Improved by 
education, are not men's minds better recipients for divine 
truth now, than at that period?— ror, are ignorance and 
slavish fear the best soils for the seeds of religion ? 

The Jewish lawgiver ordered his countrymen, that they 
might the better understand and recollect them, to write 
the " commandments of God on the door-posts of their 
houses, and upon their gates." f A "greater" than Moses 
told an inquiring young man, " to keep the command- 
" ments, if he would see life." A greater judge of the time 
the generality of people would have for religious reading 
and research, than Moses, told his disciples, when they 
offered their prayers to their heavenly Father, " not to use

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"vain repetitions, as the heathens did; — for they think," 
said he, " that they shall he heard for their much speaking : 
" be not ye therefore like unto them." ♦ Our Lord then im- 
mediately gave them his beautiful prayer, — ^never equalled 
for containing so much matter in such a few short sen- 
tences. This prayer, and his answer to the person inquiring 
what he must do " to be saved," seem to prove, that the 
sum and substance of true religion may be laid before men 
in selections from the Holy Scriptures, suited to their capa- 
cities and humble situations in life, without injuring the 
Bible, or offending the universal Lord of all things.

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SECTION VIII.

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SECTION XV.

and he shall set the sheep on his right hand, 
but the goats on the left. Then shall the King 
say unto them on his right hand. Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the world : 
for [ was an hungered, and ye gave me meat ; 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink ; I was a 
stranger, and ye took me in ; naked, and ye 
clothed me ; I was sick, and ye visited me ; I 
was in prison, and ye came unto me. Then 
shall the righteous answer him, saying. Lord, 
when saw we thee an hungered, and fed thee ? 
or thirsty, and gave thee drink ? When saw 
we thee a stranger, and took thee in ? or naked 
and clothed thee? or, when saw we thee sick, 
or in prison, and came unto thee? And the 
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King shall answer and say unto them, Verily I 
say unto yoa, inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me.*

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SECTION XVI. 

And, behold, a certain lawy^* stood op and 
tempted him, saying. Master, what shall I do to 
inherit eternal life ? He said unto him. What 
is written in the law ? how readest thou ? And 
he answering said. Thou shait love the Lord thy 
Grod with all thy heart, and with all thy sool, 
and with all thy strength, and with all thy 
mind ; and thy neighbonr as thyself. And he 
said unto him. Thou hast answered right; this 
do, and thou shalt live. Bnt he, willing to 
justify himself, said unto Jesus, And who is my 
neighbour ? And Jesus answering, said, A cer- 
tain man went down from Jerusalem to Jericho, 
and fell among thieves, which stripped him of 
his raiment, and wounded him, and departed, 
leaving him half dead. And by chance there 
came down a certain priest that way ; and when 
he saw him, he passed by on the other side. 
And likewise a Levite, when he was at the 
place, came and looked on him, and passed by 
on the other side. But a certain Samaritan, as 
he journeyed, came where he was ; and when 
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he saw him, he had compassion on him ; and 
went to him, and bound up his wounds, pouring 
in oil and wine, and set him on his own beast, 
and brought him to an inn, and took care of 
him. And on the morrow, when he departed, 
he took out two pence, and gave them to the 
host, and said unto him. Take care of him ; and 
whatsoever thou spendest more, when I come 
again, I will pay thee. Which now of these 
three, thinkest thou, was neighbour unto him 
that fell among the thieves? And he said, He 
that shewed mercy on him. Then said Jesus 
unto him, Go, and do thou likewise.*" 

• Luke X. 25—38. 
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SECTION XVIL 

And he said unto them, Take heed, and be-> 
ware of covetousness ; for a man's life consisteth 
not in the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth. And he spake a parable unto 
them, saying, The ground of a certain rich mao 
brought forth plentifully ; and he thought within 
himself, saying. What shall I do, because I 
have no room where to bestow my fruits ? And 
he said. This will I do : I will pull down my 
barns, and build greater ; and there will I be- 
stow all my fruits and my goods. And I will 
say to my soul. Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years ; take thine ease, eat, drink, 
and be merry. But God said unto him. Thou 
fool ! this night thy soul shall be required of 
thee: then whose shall those things be which 
thou hast provided ? So is he that layeth up 
treasure for himself, and is not rich towards 
God.* 

• Luke xii. 15—22. 
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SECTION XVIII. 

And he spake this parable unto certain 
which trusted in themselves that they were 
righteous^ and despised others : Two men went 
up into the Temple to pray ; the one a Pharisee, 
and the other a publican. The Pharisee stood 
and prayed thus with himself; God, I thank 
thee that I am not as other men are, extor- 
tioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this pub- 
lican. I fast twice in the week, I give tithes of 
all that I possess. And the publican, standing 
afar off, would not lift up so much as his eyes 
unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, sayings 
God be merciful to me a sinner. I tell you, this 
man went down to his house justified rather 
than the other: for every one that exalteth 
himself shall be abased ; and he that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted.^ 

• Luke xviii. 9 — 15. 
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SECTION XIX. 

And Jesus entered and passed through 
Jericho. And behold there was a man named 
Zacchasus, which was the chief among the pub- 
licans, and he was rich : and he sought to see 
Jesus who he was ; and could not for the press, 
because he was little of stature. And he ran 
before, and climbed up into a sycamore-tree, to 
see him ; for he was to pass that way. And 
when Jesus came to the place, he looked up, 
and saw him, and said unto him, Zaccheens, 
make haste, and come down ; for to-day I must 
abide at thy house. And he made haste, and 
came down, and received him joyfully. And 
when they saw it, they all murmured, saying, 
that he was gone to be guest with a man that is 
a sinner. And Zacchseus stood, and said unto 
the Lord ; Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I 
give to the poor ; and if I have taken any thing 
from any man by false accusation, I restore 
him fourfold. And Jesus said unto him. This 
day is salvation come to this house, for so much 
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as he also is a sod of Abraham. For the Son 
of Man is come to seek and to save that which 
was lost.* 

* Luke xix. 1 — 11. 
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SECTION XX. 

Then came to him certain of the Saddu- 
cees, which deny that there is any resurrection ; 
and they asked him, saying, There were seven 
brethren : and the first took a wife, and died 
without children. And the second took her to 
wife, and he died childless. And the third 
took her ; and in like manner the seven also ; 
and they left no children, and died. Last of all 
the woman died also. Therefore in the resur- 
rection, whose wife of them is she ? for the seven 
had her to wife. And Jesus answering, said 
unto them. The children of this world marry, 
and are given in marriage: but they which 
shall be accounted worthy to obtain that world, 
and the resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage : neither can 
they die any more : for they are equal unto the 
angels ; and are the children of God, being the 
children of the resurrection. Now that the 
dead are raised, even Moses shewed at the 
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bush, when he calleth the Lord the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God 
of Jacob. For he is not a God of the dead, 
but of the living : for all live unto him.*" 

* Luke XX. 27—39. 
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SECTION XXI. 

Now a certain man was sick, named Lazarus, 
of Bethany, the town of Mary and her sister 
Martha. Therefore his sisters sent unto him, 
saying. Lord, behold, he whom thou lovest is 
sick. When Jesus heard that, he said. This 
sickness is not unto death, but for the glory of 
God, that the Son of God might be glorified 
thereby. Then saith he to his disciples, let 
us go into Judea again. And after that he 
saith unto them. Our friend Lazarus sleepeth ; 
but I go that I may awake him out of sleep. 
Then said his disciples. Lord, if he sleep, he 
shall do well. Howbeit, Jesus spake of his 
death ; but they thought that he had spoken of 
taking rest in sleep. Then said Jesus unto 
them plainly, Lazarus is dead. And I am glad 
for your sakes, that I was not there, to the 
intent ye may believe; nevertheless let us 
go unto him. Then Martha, as soon as she 
heard that Jesus was coming, went and met 
him; then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if 
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thou hadst been here, my brother had not died. 
But I know, that even now, whatsoever thou 
wilt ask of God, God will give it thee. Jesus 
saith unto her, Thy brother shall rise again. 
Martha saith unto him, I know that he shall 
rise again in the resurrection at the last day. 
Jesus saith unto her, I am the resurrection and 
the life ; he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me, shall never die. Believest 
thou this? She saith unto him. Yea, Lord, I 
believe that thou art the Christ, the Son of 
God, which should come into the world. And 
when she had so said, she went her way, and 
called Mary her sister secretly, saying, The 
Master is come, and calleth for tfaee. Then 
when Mary was come where Jesus was, and 
saw him, she fell down at his feet, saying 
unto him, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. When Jesus therefore 
saw her weeping, and the Jews also weep- 
ing, which came with her, be groaned in the 
spirit, and was troubled, and said, where 
have ye laid him? They said unto him. Lord, 
come and see. Jesus wept. Then said the 
Jews, Behold, bow he loved him ! And some

of them said, Coald not this man, which opened 
the eyes of the blind, have caused that even 
this man should not have died ? Jesas there- 
fore, again groaning in himself, cometh to 
the grave. It was a cave, and a stone lay 
upon it Jesus said. Take ye away the stone. 
Martha, the sister of him that was dead, saith 
unto him. Lord, by this time he stinketh : for 
he hath been dead four days. Jesus saith unto 
her, said I not unto thee, that if thou wouldst 
believe, thou shouldst see the glory of God? 
Then they took away the stone from the place 
where the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted up 
his eyes, and said. Father, I thank thee that 
thou hast heard me. And I knew that thou 
hearest me always : but because of the people 
which stand by, I said it, that they may believe 
that thou hast sent me. And when he thus had 
spoken, he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, 
come forth. And he that was dead, came 
forth, bound hand and foot with grave-clothes ; 
and his face was bound about with a napkin. 
Jesus saith unto them, loose him> and let 
him go?* 

• John xi. 1 — 45. 
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SECTION XXII. 

And he sent Peter and John, saying. Go 
and prepare us the passover, that we may eat. 
And when the hour was come, he sat down, 
and the twelve apostles with him. And he 
said unto them, With desire I have desired to 
eat this passover vnth you before I suffer : for 
I say unto you, I will not any more eat thereof, 
until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And 
he took the cup, and gave thanks, and said. 
Take this, and divide it among yourselves : for 
I say unto you, I will not drink of the fruit of 
the vine, until the kingdom of God shall come. 
And he took bread, and gave thanks, and 
brake it, and gave unto them, saying, This is 
my body, which is given for you : this do, in 
remembrance of me. Likewise also the cup, 
after supper, saying. This cup is the new tes- 
tament in my blood, which is shed for you.^

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SECTION XXIII. 

And he came out, and went, as he was wont, 
to the mount of Olives : and his disciples also 
followed him. And when he was at the place, 
he said unto them, Pray that ye enter not into 
temptation. And he was withdrawn from them 
about a stone's cast, and kneeled down, and 
prayed, saying. Father, if thou be willing, re- 
move this cup from me : nevertheless, not my 
willj but thine be done.* And while he yet 
spake, behold, a multitude, and he that was 
called Judas, one of the twelve, went before 
them, and drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. 
But Jesus said unto him, Judas, betrayest thou 
the Son of Man with a kiss ? Then took they 
him^ and brought him into the high - priest's 
house.f 

• Luke xxii. 39-^3. f Luke xxii. 47, 48, 54. 
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SECTION XXIV. 

And as soon as it was day, the elders of the 
people, and the chief priests, and the scribes, 
came together, and led him into their council, 
saying. Art thou the Christ? tell us. And 
he said nnto them. If I tell yon, you will not 
believe : and if I also ask you, ye will not 
answer me, nor let me go. Hereafter shall 
the Son of Man sit on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then said they all, Art thou 
then the Son of God ? and he said unto them, 
Te say that I am. And they said. What need 
we any further witness ? for we ourselves have 
heard of his own mouth.* 

• LukexxiL 6^—71. 
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SECTION XXV. 

And the whole multitude of them arose, 
and led him unto Pilate. And they began to 
accuse him, saying, We found this fellow per- 
verting the nation, and forbidding to give 
tribute to Cesar, saying, that he himself is 
Christ a King. And Pilate asked him, saying. 
Art thou the King of the Jews? And he 
answered him, and said. Thou sayest it. Then 
said Pilate to the chief priests and to the peo- 
ple, I find no fault in this man. And they 
were the more fierce, saying. He stirreth up 
the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, 
beginning from Galilee to this place.*" And 
Pilate said unto them, Ye have brought this 
man unto me as one that perverteth the peo- 
ple: and behold, I having examined him be- 
fore ypu, have found no fault in this man, 
touching those things whereof ye accuse him : 
no, nor yet Herod : for I sent you to him : 
and lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto

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him. I will therefore chastise him, and release 
him."*^ But they cried, saying. Crucify him, 
crucify him. And he said unto them the third 
time. Why, what evil hath he done ? I have 
found no cause of death in him. And they'were 
instant with loud voices, requiring that he 
might be crucified. And the voices of them 
and of the chief priests prevailed. And Pilate 
gave sentence that it should be as they re- 
quired, f 

* Lukexxiii. 14 — 16. f Luke xxiii. 21 — 25. 
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SECTION XXVI. 

And as they led him away, they laid hold 
upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, coming oat of 
the conntry, and on him they laid the cross, 
that he might bear it after Jesus. And when 
they were come to the place which is called 
Calvary, there they crucified him^ and the 
malefactors; one on the right hand, and the 
other on the left Then said Jesus, Father, 
forgiye them ; for they know not what they do. 
And a superscription also was written oyer 
him, in letters of Greek, and Latin, and He- 
brew, This is thb King of thb Jbws. 
And it was about the sixth hour, and there 
was darkness over all the earth until the ninth 
hour. And the sun was darkened, and the 
veil of the temple was rent in the midst. And 
when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he 
said. Father, into thy hands I commend my 
spirit. And having said thus, he gave up the 
ghost.* 

• Luke xxiiL 26—33, 34, 38, 44—47. 
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SECTION XXVII. 

And, behold, there was a man named 
Joseph, a counsellor ; and he was a good and 
a just man: tie was of Arimathea, a city of 
the Jews; who also himself waited for the 
kingdom of God. This man went unto Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus. And he took 
it down, and wrapped it in linen, and laid it 
in a sepulchre that was hewn in stone, wherein 
never man before was laid. And that day was 
the preparation, and the sabbath drew on. And 
the women also, which came with him from 
Galilee, followed after, and beheld the sepul- 
chre, and how his body was laid. And they 
returned, and prepared spices and ointments, 
and rested the sabbath-day, according to the 
commandment* 

* Luke xxiii. 50'— 56. 
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SECTION XXVIII. 

In the end of the sabbath, as it began to 
dawn towards the first day of the week, came 
Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, to see 
the sepulchre. And, behold, there was a great 
earthquake : for the angel of the Lord de- 
scended from heaven^ and came and rolled 
back the stone from the door> and sat upon it. 
His countenance was like lightning, and his 
raiment white as snow : and for fear of him the 
keepers did shake, and became as dead men. 
And the angel answered and said unto the 
women. Fear not ye : for I know that ye seek 
Jesus, which was crucified. He is not here; 
for he is risen, as he said. Come, see the 
place where the Lord lay. And go quickly, 
and tell his disciples that he is risen from the 
dead ; and, behold, he goeth before you into 
Galilee ; there shall ye see him, lo, I have 
told you. And they departed quickly from the 
sepulchre with fear and great joy, and did run 
to bring bis disciples word. And as tbey went 
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to tell his disciples, behold, Jesus met them, 
saying. All hail. And they came, and held him 
by the feet, and worshipped him. Then said 
Jesus unto them, Be not afraid: go tell my 
brethren, that they go into Galilee, and there 
shall they see me. Then the eleven disciples 
went away into Galilee, into a mountain where 
Jesus had appointed them. And when they 
saw him, they worshipped him : but some 
doubted. And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying. All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. Go ye, therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost; teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded you : 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world. Amen.*

SECTION XXIX. 

And Jesus, being assembled together with 
them, commanded them that they should not 
depart from Jerusalem, but wait for the pro- 
mise of the Father, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me : for John truly baptized with 
water ; but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, not many days hence. When they 
therefore were come together, they asked of 
him, saying. Lord, wilt thou at this time re- 
store again the kingdom to Israel? And he 
said unto them. It is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you : 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me, both in Je- 
rusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost parts of the earth. And 
when he had spoken these things, while they 
beheld, he was taken up ; and a cloud received 
him out of their sight. And while they looked 
steadfastly towards heaven, as he went up, 
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behold, two men stood by them in white ap- 
parel; which also said. Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven ? This 
same Jesus, which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come, in like manner as ye 
have seen him go into heaven.*

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SECTION XXX. 

And when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come, they were all with one accord in one 
place. And suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven, as of a rushing mighty wind, and 
it filled all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven tongues 
like as of fire, and it sat upon each of them. 
And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. And there were 
dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out 
of every nation under heaven. Now when 
this was noised abroad, the multitude came 
together, and were confounded, because that 
every man, heard them speak in his own lan- 
guage. And they were all amazed and mar- 
velled, saying one to another. Behold, are not 
all these which speak Galileans? And how 
hear we every man in our own tongue, wherein 
we were born? Parthians, and Medes, and 
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Elamites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, 
and in Judea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus> 
and Asia, Phry^ia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, 
and in the parts of Libya about Gyrene, and 
strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, 
Cretes and Arabians, we do hear them speak 
in out tongues the wonderful works of God. 
ALnd they were all amazed, and were in doubt, 
saying one to another. What meaneth this? 
Others mocking said. These men are full of 
new wine. But Peter standing up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto them. 
Ye men of Judea, and all ye that dwell at Je- 
rusalem, be this known unto you, and hearken 
to my words : for these are not drunken, as ye 
suppose, seeing it is but the third hour of the 
day. Ye men of Israel, hear these words : 
Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among' you by miracles, and wonders, and 
signs, which God did by him, in the midst 
of you, as ye yourselves also know: Him, 
being delivered by the determinate counsel 
and foreknowledge of God, ye have taken, 
and by wicked hands have crucified and slain. 
This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof we 
all are witnesses. Therefore, being by the 
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right hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the promise of the Holy 
Ghost, he hath shed forth this, which ye now 
see and hear.'*'' 

• Acts ii. 1—16, 22, 23, 32, 33. 
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SECTION XXXI. 

Since by man came death, by man came 
also the resurrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. But every man in his own order : 
Christ the first-fruits ; afterward they that are 
Christ's, at his coming. Then cometh the end, 
when he shall have delivered up the kingdom to 
God, even the Father; when he shall have put 
down all rule, and all authority and power. 
For he must reign till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet. The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death. But some man will say. 
How are the dead raised up? and with what 
body do they come? Thou fool; that which 
thou sowest is not quickened except it die : and 
that which thou sowest, thou sowest not that 
body that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance 
of wheat, or of some other grain : but God 
giveth it a body as it hath pleased him, and to 
every seed his own body.*

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SECTION XXXII. 

Wb are sure that the judgment of God is 
according to truth, who will render to every 
man according to his deeds. To them who, 
by patient continuance in well-doing, seek for 
glory, and honour, immortality, — eternal life: 
but unto them that are contentious, and do not 
obey the truth, but obey unrighteousness, — in- 
dignation and wrath, tribulation and anguish 
upon every soul of man that doeth evil. But 
glory, honour, and peace to every man that 
worketh good: for there is no respect of per^ 
sons with God.* 

♦ Rom. ii. 2, 6—12. 
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SECTION XXXIII. 

Let love be without dissimulation. Abhor 
that which is evil; cleave to that which is 
good. Be kindly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love ; in honour preferring one 
another; not slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit ; serving the Lord ; rejoicing in hope ; 
patient in tribulation ; continuing instant iu 
prayer ; distributing to the necessity of saints ; 
given to hospitality.' Bless them which perse- 
cute you : bless, and curse not. Rejoice with 
them that do rejoice, and weep with them that 
weep. Be of the same mind one toward ano- 
ther. Mind not high things, but condescend 
to men of low estate. Be not wise in your 
own conceits. Recompense to no man evil for 
evil. Provide things honest in the sight of all 
men. If it be possible, as much as lieth in 
you» live peaceably with all men.* 

♦ Rom.xii. 9— 18. 
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SECTION XXXIV. 

Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, 
but rather give place unto wrath : for it is 
written. Vengeance is mine ; I will repay, saith 
the Lord. Therefore, if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him ; if he thirst, give him drink : for in 
so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire on his 
head. Be not overcome of evil, but overcome 
evil with good.* Owe no man any thing, but 
to love one another : for he that loveth another 
hath fulfilled the law. For this, Thou shalt not 
commit adultery. Thou shalt not kill. Thou shalt 
not steal, Thou shalt not bear false witness. 
Thou shalt not covet ; and if there be any other 
commandment, it is briefly comprehended in 
this saying, namely. Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself. Love worketh do ill to his 
neighbour : therefore love is the fulfilling of the 
law.f Wherefore, putting away lying, speak 
every man truth with his neighbour : for we 
are members one of another. Be ye angry, 

♦ Rom. xii. 19—21. f Rom. xiii. 8—10, 
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and sin not : let not the sun go down upon 
your wrath. Let no corrupt communication pro- 
ceed out of your mouth, but that which is good 
to the use of edifying, that it may minister 
grace unto the hearers. Let all bitterness, 
aqd wrath, and anger, and clamour, and evil- 
speaking, be put away from you, with all 
malice : and be ye kind one to another, tender- 
hearted, forgiving one another.*

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SECTION XXXV. 

Children, obey your parents, for this is 
right. Honour thy father and mother, (which 
is the first commandment with promise,) that 
it may be well with thee, and thou mayest live 
long on the earth. And, ye fathers, provoke 
not your children to wrath : but bring them up 
in the nurture and admonition of the Lord.* 

• Ephes. vi. 1 — 4. 
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SECTION XXXVI. 

Servants, be obedient to them that are 
your masters according to the flesh, with fear 
and trembling, in singleness of your heart, as 
unto Christ; not with eye-service, as men- 
pleasers ; but as the servants of Christ, doing 
the will of God from the heart ; knowing that 
whatever good thing any man doeth, the same 
shall he receive of the Lord, whether he be 
bond or free. And, ye masters, do the same 
things unto them, forbearing threatening; 
knowing that your Master also is in heaven : 
neither is there respect of persons with him.'*^ 

• Ephes. vi. 5, 6, 8, 9. 
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SECTION XXXVII. 

Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of good re- 
port ; think on these things. Those things, 
which ye have both learned, and received, and 
heard, and seen in me, do: and the God of 
peace shall be with you.* Set your affections 
on things above, not on things on the earth. 
Put off all these; anger, wrath, malice, blas- 
phemy, filthy communication out of your 
mouth. Put on bowels of mercies, kindness, 
humbleness of mind, meekness, long-suffering; 
forbearing one another, and forgiving one ano- 
ther, if any man have a quarrel against any : 
even as Christ forgave you, so also do ye. 
And above all these things put on charity, 
which is the bond of perfectness. f

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SECTION XXXVIII. 

Now the end of the comEnandmeDt is 
charity, out of a pure heart, and of a good 
conscience, and of faith unfeigned.'*^ If any 
man teach otherwise, and consent not to whole- 
some words, even the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to the doctrine which is according 
to godliness; he is proud, knowing nothing, but 
doting about questions and strifes of words, 
whereof cometh envy, strife, railings, evil sur- 
misings, perverse disputings of men of corrupt 
minds, and destitute of the truth, supposing 
that gain is godliness : from such withdraw thy- 
self. But godliness with contentment is great 
gain. For we brought nothing into this world, 
and it is certain we can carry nothing out. 
And having food and raiment, let us be there- 
with content. But they that will be rich, fall 
into temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown men in 
destruction and perdition. For the love of 

♦ 1 Tim. i. 5. 
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money is the root of all evil ; which while some 
coveted after, they have erred from the faith, 
and pierced themselves through with many 
sorrows.* 

• 1 Tim. vi, 3—10. 
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SECTION XXXIX. 

Now faith is the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen. Through 
faith we understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God, so that things 
which are seen were not made of things which 
do appear. But without faith it is impossible 
to please him : for he that cometh to God must 
believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek him.^ What doth it 
profit^ my brethren, though a man say he hath 
faith, and have not works? can faith save 
him? If a brother or sister be naked, and 
destitute of daily food, and one of you say 
unto them, Depart in peace, be ye warmed 
and filled; notwithstanding ye give them not 
those things which are needful to the body; 
what doth it profit? Even so faith, if it hath 
not works, is dead, being alone. Yea, a man 
may say. Thou hast faith, and I have works : 
«hew me thy faith without thy works, and I

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will shew thee my faith by my works. Thou 
believest that there is one God ; thoa doest 
well : the devils also believe, and tremble. 
Bat wilt thoa know, O vain man, that faith 
without works is dead?*

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SECTION XL. 

Was not Abraham our father justified by 
works? Seest thou how faith wrought with 
his works, and by works was faith made per- 
fect. And the Scripture was fulfilled which 
saith, Abraham believed God, and it was im- 
puted unto him for righteousness : and he was 
called the friend of God. Ye see then how 
that by works a man is justified, and not by 
faith only. For as the body without the spirit 
is dead, so faith without works is dead also.*

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SECTION XLI. 

And besides this^ giving all diligence, add 
to your faith, virtue ; and to virtue, knowledge ; 
and to knowledge, temperance ; and to tem- 
perance, patience ; and to patience, godliness ; 
and to godliness, brotherly kindness ; and to 
brotherly kindness, charity. For if these things 
be in you, and abound, they make you that ye 
shall neither be barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. For so 
an entrance shall be ministered unto you abun- 
dantly into the everlasting kingdom of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.'*^

SECTION XLII. 

Jesus said unto them, The Father judgeth 
no man, but hath committed all judgment unto 
the Son. Verily, verily, I say unto you. He 
that heareth my word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation ; but is passed from 
death unto life. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. The hour is coming, and now is, when 
the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God : and they that hear shall live. For as 
the Father hath life in himself; so hath he 
given to the Son to have life in himself; and 
hath given him authority to execute judgment 
also, because he is the Son of man. Marvel 
not at this: for the hour is coming, in which 
all that are in the graves shall hear his voice, 
and shall come forth ; they that have done 
good, unto the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the resurrection of 
damnation. ^

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Wherefore we labour, that, whether pre- 
sent or absent, we may be accepted of him. 
For we must all appear before the judgment- 
seat of Christ ; that every one may receive 
the things done in his body, according to that 
he hath done, whether it be good or bad.'*^

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SECTION XLIII. 

When the wicked man tumeth away from 
his wickedness that he hath committed, and 
doeth that which is lawful and right, he shall 
save his soul alive. Because he considereth, 
and turneth away from all his transgressions 
that he hath committed, he shall surely live; 
he shall not die.* Wash ye, make ye clean ; 
put away the evil of your doings from before 
mine eyes ; cease to do evil ; learn to do well ; 
seek judgment, relieve the oppressed, judge 
the fatherless, plead for the widow. Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith the 
Lord : though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow ; though they be red 
like crimson, they shall be as wool. If ye be 
willing and obedient, ye shall eat the good of 
the land ; but if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall 
he devoured with the sword : for the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it.f

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SECTION XLIV. 

Ik those days came John the Baptist^ 
preaching in the wilderness of Judea^ and 
saying, Repent ye : for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand. When he saw many of the Pha- 
risees and Sadducees come to his baptism, he 
said unto them, O generation of vipers, who 
hath warned you to flee from the Wrath to 
come ? Bring forth therefore fruits meet for 
repentance. And now also the ax is laid unto 
the root of the trees : therefore every tree 
which bringeth not forth good fruit, is hewn 
down, and cast into the fire.'*'' From that 
time Jesus began to preach, and to say, Re<> 
pent : for the kingdom of heaven is at hand.f 
They that be whole need not a physician, but 
they that are sick. I am not come to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance.^

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SECTION XLV. 

The kingdom of heaTen is likened unto a 
certain king, which would take account of his 
servants. And when he had begun to reckon, 
one was brought unto him, which owed him 
ten thousand talents. But forasmuch as he 
had not to pay, his lord commanded him to be 
sold, and his wife, and children, and all that he 
had, and payment to be made. The servant 
therefore fell down, and worshipped him, say- 
ing. Lord, have patience with me, and I will 
pay thee all. Then the lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion, and loosed him» 
and forgave him the debt.*

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SECTION XLVL 

But the same servant went out, and found 
one of his fellow-servants, which owed him an 
hundred pence : and he laid hands on him» and 
took him by the throat, saying, Pay me that 
thou owest. And his fellow-servant fell down 
at his feet, and besought him, saying. Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
And he would not : but went and cast him 
into prison, till he should pay the debt. So 
when his fellow-servants saw what was done, 
they were very sorry, and came and told their 
lord all that was done. Then his lord, after 
that he had called him, said unto him, O thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all that debt, 
because thou desiredst me : shouldest not thou 
also have had compassion on thy fellow-servant, 
even as I had pity on thee ? And his lord was 
wroth, and delivered him to the tormentors, 
till he should pay all that was due unto him. 
So likewise shall my heavenly Father do also 
unto you, if ye from your hearts forgive not 
every one his brother their trespasses.*

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SECTION XLVII. 

And the Pharisees and Scribes murmured, 
saying, This man receiveth sinners, and eateth 
with them. And he spake this parable unto 
them, saying. What man of you, having an 
hundred sheep, if he lose one of them, doth 
not leave the ninety and nine in the wilder- 
ness, and go after that which is lost, until he 
find it ? And when he hath found it, he layeth 
it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he 
Cometh home, he calleth together his friends 
and neighbours, saying unto them. Rejoice 
with me; for I have found my sheep which 
was lost. I say unto you, that likewise joy 
shall be in heaven over one sinner that re- 
penteth, more than over ninety and nine just 
persons, which need no repentance. Either 
what woman having ten pieces of silver, if 
she lose one piece, doth not light a candle, 
and sweep the house, and seek diligently till 
she find it? And when she hath found it, 
she calleth her friends and her neighbours 
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together, saying. Rejoice with me ; for I have 
found the piece which I had lost. Likewise, 
I say unto you, there is joy in the presence of 
the angels of God over one sinner that re- 
penteth.*

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SECTION XLVIII. 

The righteousness which is of faith speaketh 
on this wise, The word is nigh thee, even in 
thy mouth, and in thy heart : that is, the word 
of faith which we preach; that if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shait believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
For with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness; and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation. For the Scripture 
saitb, Whosoever believeth on him shall not 
be ashamed.*

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SECTION XLIX. 

This is life eternal, that they might know 
thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom thou hast sent.* For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life. For 
God sent not his Son into the world, to 
condemn the world ; but that the world 
through him might be saved. He that be- 
lieveth on him is not condemned : but he that 
believeth not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name of the only- 
begotten Son of God. And this is the con- 
demnation, that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. For every 
one that doeth evil hateth the light, neither 
Cometh to the light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved. But he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be made manifest, 
that they are wrought in God.f Not every

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one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven ; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which is in heaven.* 
Be ye therefore doers of the word ; and not

Pure religion and undefiled before God and 
the Father is this, To visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to keep himself 
unspotted from the world. %

And the angel of the Lord called unto 
Abraham oat of heaven the secoud time, and 
said. By myself have I sworn, saith the Lord, 
for becanse thou bast done this thing, and bast 
not withheld thy son, thine only son : that in 
blessing I will bless thee, and in multiplying 
I will multiply thy seed as the stars of the 
heaven, and as the sand which is upon the sea- 
shore ; and thy seed shall possess the gate of 
his enemies ; and in thy seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be blessed; because thou 
hast obeyed my voice* 

The sceptre shall not depart from Judah,

the stem of Jesse, and a Branch shall grow 
out of bis roots : and the Spirit of the Lord 
shall rest upon him, the tipirit of wisdom and 
understanding, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of the fear of the 
Lord ; and shall make him of quick understand- 
ing, in the fear of the Lord ; and he shall not 
judge after the sight of his eyes, neither re- 
prove after the hearing of his ears : but with 
righteoasness shall he judge the poor, and 
reprove with equity, for the meek of the earth : 
and be shall smile the earth with the rod of bis 
mouth, and with the breath of his Ups shall he 
slay the wicked. And righteousness shall be 
the girdle of his loins, and faithfulness the 
girdle of his reins. The wolf also shall dwell 
with the lamb, and the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid; and the calf and the young lion 
and the fatling together; and a little child shall 
lead them. And the cow and the bear shall 
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feed ; their young ones shall lie down together :

on the cockatrice' den. They shall not hurt 
nor destroy in all my holy mountain: for the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea. And in 
that day there shall be a root of Jesse, which 
shall stand for an ensign of the people ; to it 
shall the Gentiles seek : and his rest shall be 
glorious.*

SECTION III. 



The wilderness and the solitary place shall 
be glad for them ; and the desert shall rejoice, 
and blossom as the rose. It shall blossom 
abundantly, and rejoice even with joy and 
singing : the glory of Lebanon shall be given 
unto it, the excellency of Carmel and Sharon : 
they shail see the glory of the Lord, and the 
excellency of our God. Strengthen ye the 
weak hands, and confirm the feeble kuees. 
Say to them that are of a fearful heart, Be 
strong, fear not: behold, your God will come 
with vengeance, even God with a recompence : 
he will come, and save you. Then the eyes of 
the blind shall be opened, and the ears of the 
deaf shall be unstopped. Then shall the lame 
man leap as an hart, and the tongue of the 
dumb sing: for in the wilderness shall waters 
break out, and streams in the desert. And the 
parched ground shall become a pool, and the 
thirsty land springs of water : in the habitations 
of dragons, where each lay, shall be grass with 
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reeds and rashes. And an highway shall be 
there, and a way, and it shall be called. The 
way of holiness; the unclean shall not pass 
over it ; but it shall be for those : the way- 
faring men. though foob, shall not err therein. 
No lion shall be there, nor any ravenous beast 
shall go up thereon; it shall not be found there; 
but the redeemed shall walk there : and the 
ransomed of the Lord shall return, and come to 
Zion with songs, and everlasting joy upon their 
heads : they shall obtain joy and gladness ; and 
sorrow and sighing shall flee away.*

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SECTION IV. 

For he shall grow up before him as a tender 
plant, and as a root out of a dry ground : he 
hath no form nor comeliness; and when we shall 
see liim, there is no beauty that we should 
desire him. He is despised and rejected of 
men ; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief: and we hid as it were our faces from 
him; he was despised, and we esteemed him 
not. Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows : yet we did esteem him 
stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. But 
he was wounded for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him ; and with his stripes 
we are healed. AH we like sheep have gone 
astray ; we have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him the ini- 
quity of us all. He was oppressed, and he 
was afflicted, yet he opened not his mouth: he 
is brought as a lamb to the slaughter; and as 
a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so he

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openeth not his month. He was taken from 
prison and from judgment: and who shall 
deckure his generation ? for he was cnt off ont 
of the land of the living : for the transgression 
of my people was he stricken. And he made 
his grave with the wicked, and with the rich 
in his death ; because he had done no violence, 
neither was any deceit in his month. Tet it 
pleased the Lord to bnuse him; he hath put 
him to grief: when thou shalt make his soul 
an offering for sin, he shall see his seed, he 
shall prolong his days, and the pleasure of the 
Lord shall prosper in his hand. He shall see 
of the travail of his soul, and shall be satisfied : 
by his knowledge shall my righteous servant 
justify many ; for he shall bear their iniquities. 
Therefore wUl I divide him a portion with the 
great, and he shall divide the spoil with the 
strong; because he hath poured out his soul 
unto death : and he was numbered with the 
transgressors ; and he bare the sin of many, and 
made intercession for the transgpressors.*

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SECTION V. 



And I will gather the remnant of my flock 
out of all countries whither I have driven them, 
and will bring them again to their folds ; and 
they shall be fruitful, and increase.

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SECTION VL 

Know therefore and vndentend that from 
the going forth of the commandment to restore 
and to build Jousalem ante the Messiah the 
Prince, shall be seToi we^s: and threescore 
and two weeks the street shall be bnilt again, 
and the wall, even in tronbloiis times. And after 
threescore and two weeks shall Messiah be cut 
off, hot not for himself: and the people of the 
prince that shall come shall destroy the city 
and the sanctuary ; and the end thereof shall 
be with a flood, and onto the end of the war de- 
solations are determined. And he shall confirm 
the covenant with many for one week : and in 
the midst of the week heshall caase the sacri- 
fice and the oblation to cease, and for the oyer- 
spreading of abominations he shall make it 
desolate, even until the consummatioD, and 
that determined shall be poured upon the de-

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SECTION VII. 

But thou, Beth-Iebem Ephratah, though 
thou be little among the thousands of Judah, 
yet out of thee shall he come forth unto me 
that is to be ruler in Israel ; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from everlasting. And 
he shall stand and feed in the strength of the 
Lord, in the majesty of the name of the Lord 
his God ; and they shall abide : for now shall 
he be great unto the ends of the earth.* 

Rejoice greatly, O daughter of Zion ; shout, 
O daughter of Jerusalem: behold, thy King 
Cometh unto thee : be is just, and having sal- 
vation ; lowly, and riding upon an ass, and 
upon a colt the foal of an ass. And he shall 
speak peace unto the heathen : and his do- 
minion shall be from sea even to sea, and from 
the river even to the ends of the earth .f 

Behold, I Will send my messenger, and 
he shall prepare the way before me : and the

And it came to pass in those days, that there 
went out a decree from Ccesar Augustus, that 
all the wbrld should be taxed. (And this taxing 
was first made when Cjrrenius was governor of 
Syria.) And all went to be taxed, every one 
into his own city. And Joseph also went up 
from Galilee^ out of the city of Nazareth, into 
Judea, unto the city of David, which is called 
Bethlehem ; because he was of the house and 
lineage of David : to be taxed with Mary, his 
espoused wife, being great with child.

Now ic the fifteenth year of the reign of 
Tiberius CEesar, Pontius Pilate being governor 
of Judea, and Herod being tetrarch of Galilee, 
and his brother Philip tetrarch of Ituriea, and 
of the region of Tracbonitb, and Lysaniafl the 
tetrarch of Abilene, Annas and Caiaphas being 
the high-priests, the word of God came unto 
John the sod of Zacharias in the wilderness. 
And he came into all the country about Jordan, 
preaching the baptism of repentance for the 
remission of sins ; as it is written in the book 
of the words of Esaias the prophet, saying. 
The voice of one crying in the wilderness. Pre- 
pare ye tbe way of the Lord, make his paths 
straight.

shall see the salvation of God. Then said he to

Bring 
forth therefore fruits worthy of repentance; 
and begin not to say within yoarselyes. We 
have Abraham to onr father; for I saynnto 
you» that God is able of these stones to raise 
up children unto Abraham. And now also the 
axe is laid unto the root of the trees: every 
tree therefore which bring^th not forth good 
fruit, is hewn down and cast into the fire.*

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SECTION XL 

And as the people were in expectation, and 
all men mused in their hearts of John, whether 
he were the Christ, or not ; John answered, saying 
unto them all, I indeed baptize you with water ; 
but one mightier than I cometh, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not worthy to unloose : he 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire : whose fan is in bis hand, and he will 
throughly purge his floor, and will gather the 
wheat into his gamer; but the chaff he will

But if from thence thou shalt seek the 
Lord thy God, thou shalt find him» if thou 
seek him with all thy heart and with all thy 
souL When thou art in tribulation^ and all 
these things are come upon thee, even in the 
latter days, if thou turn to the Lord thy God, 
and shalt be obedient unto his voice ; (for the 
Lord thy God is a merciful God;) he will not 
forsake thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget 
the covenant of thy fathers which he sware 
unto them.* 

And it shall come to pass, when all these 
things are come upon thee, the blessing and 
the curse, which I have set before thee, aod 
thou shalt call them to mind among all the 
nations, whither the Lord thy God hath driven 
thee, and shalt return unto the Lord thy God, 
and shalt obey his voice according to all that I 
command thee this day, thou and thy children,

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with aH thine heart, and with all thy soul ; that 
then the Lord thy God will turn thy captivity, 
and have compassion upon thee, and will return 
and gather thee from all the nations, whither 
the Lord thy God hath scattered thee. If any 
of thine be driven out unto the outmost parts of 
heaven, from thence will the Lord thy God 
gather thee, and from thence will he fetch thee : 
and the Lord thy God will bring thee into the 
land which thy fathers possessed, and thou sfaalt 
possess it ; and he will do thee good, and mul- 
tiply thee above thy fathers.*

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SECTION XVI. 

And the Gentiles shall see thy righte- 
onsness, and all kings thy glory : and thou 
shalt be called by a new name, which the 
mouth of tbe Lord shall name. Thou shalt 
also be a crown of glory in the band of the 
Lord, and a royal diadem in tbe band of thy 
God. Thou shalt no more be termed. For- 
saken; neither shall thy land any more be 
termed. Desolate. The Lord hath sworn by 
his right hand, and by the arm of his strength.

For there shall 
be a day, that the watchmen upon the mount 
Epfaralm shall cry, Arise ye, and let us go Dp 
to ZioQ unto the Lord our God. For thus 
saith the Lord; Sing with gladness for Jacob, 
and shout among the chief of the nations : 
pubhsh ye, praise ye, and say, O Lord, save 
thy people, the remnant of Israel. Behold, I 
will bring them from the north country, and 
gather them from the coasts of the earth, and 
with them the blind and the lame, the woman 
with child and her that travaileth with child 
together: a great company shall return thither. 
Hear the word of the Lord, ye nations, and 
declare it in the isles afar off, and say. He that 
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scattered Israel will gather him, and keep 
as a shepherd doth his flock. For the Lord 
hath redeemed Jacob, and ransomed him from 
the hand of him that was stronger than he. 
Therefore they shall come and sing in the 
height of Son, and shall flow together to the 
goodness of the Lord, for wheat, and for wine, 
and for oil, and for the yonng of the flock 
and of the herd : and their soul shall be as a 
watered g^den ; and they shall not sorrow any 
more at all. Thas saith the Lord ; Refrain thy 
voice from weeping, and thine eyes from tears : 
for thy work shall be rewarded, saith the Lord; 
and they shall come again from the land of the 
enemy. And there is hope in thine end, saith 
the Lord, that thy children shall come again to 
their own border. And it shall come to pass^ 
that Hke as I have watched over them, to plack 
up, and to break down, and to throw down, and 
to destroy, and to afflict^ so will I watch over 
them, to baild, and to plant, saith the Lord.

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SECTION XXI.

SECTION XXII. 

Thk word of the Lord came again unto me, 
saying, Moreover, thou son of man, take thee 
one stick, and write upon it, For Judah, and 
for the children of Israel his companions: 
then take another stick, and write upon it. For 
Joseph, the stick of Ephraim, and for all the 
house of Israel his companions: and join 
them one to another into one stick ; and they 
shall become one in thine hand. And when 
the children of thy people shall speak unto 
thee, saying, Wilt thou not shew us what thou 
meanest by these ? Say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord God ; Behold, I will take the stick of 
Joseph, which is in the hand of Ephraim, and 
the tribes of Israel his fellows, and will put 
them with him, even with the stick of Judah, 
and make them one stick, and they shall be 
one in mine band. And the sticks whereon 
thou writest shall be in thine hand before their 
eyes. And say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I will take the children of Israel 
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from among the bealhen, whither they be gone, 
and will gather them od every side, and bring 
them into their own laud: and 1 will make 
them one nation in the land upon the moun- 
tains of Israel; and one king shall be king 
to them all : and tbey shall be no more two 
nations, neither shall thty be divided into two 
kingdoms any more at all ; neither shall they 
defile themselves any more with their idols, nor 
with their detestable things, nor with any of 
their trangressions : but I will save them out 
of all their dwellingplaces wherein they have 
sinned, and will cleanse them : so shall they 
be my people, and I will be their God. And 
David my servant shall be king over them : 
and they all shall have one shepherd ; they shall 
also walk in my judgments, and observe my 
statutes, and do them. And they shall dwell 
in the land that I have given unto Jncob my 
servant, wherein your fathers have dwelt ; and 
they shall dwell therein, even tbey, and their 
children, and their children's children for ever: 
and my servant David shall be their prince 
for ever. Moreover I will make a covenant 
of peace with them ; it shall be an everlasting 
covenant with them : and I will place them. 
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and multiply them, and will net my sanctuary 
in the midst of them for evermore. My ta- 
bernacle also shall be with them : yea, I will 
be their God, and they shall be my people. 
And the heathen shall know that I the Lord 
do sanctify Israel, when my sanctuary shall 
be in the midst of them for evermore.*

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SECTION XXIII. 

So the house of Israel shall know that I am 
the Lord their God, from that day and forward. 
And the heathen shall know that the house 
of Israel went into captivity for their iniquity : 
hecause they trespassed against me, therefore 
hid I my face from them, and gave them into 
the hand of their euemies : so fell they all by 
the sword. According to their uncleanness 
and according to their transgressions have I 
done unto them, and hid my face from them. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; Now will 
I bring' again the captivity of Jacob, and have 
mercy upon the whole house of Israel, and 
will be jealous for my holy name ; after that 
they have borne their shame, and all their tres- 
passes whereby they have trespassed against 
me, when they dwelt safely in their land, and 
none made them afraid. When I have brought 
them again from the people, and gathered them 
ont of their enemies' lands, and am sanctified 
in them in the sight of many nations ; then

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shall they know that I am the Lord their God, 
which caused them to be led into captivity 
among the heathen : but I have gathered them 
unto their own land, and have left none of 
them any more there. Neither will I hide my 
face any more from them : for I have poured 
out my spirit upon the house of Israel, saith 
the Lord God."*^

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For the children of Israel shall abide many 
days without a king, and without a prince, and 
without a sacrifice, and without an image, 
and without an ephod, and without teraphim: 
afterward shall the children of Israel return, 
and seek the Lord their God, and David their 
king; and shall fear the Lord and his goodness 
in the latter days. * So shall ye know that I 
am the Lord your God dwelling in Zion, my 
holy mountain: then shall Jerusalem be holy, 
and there shall no strangers pass through her 
any more, f In that day will I raise up the 
tabernacle of David that is fallen, and close 
up the breaches thereof; and I will raise up 
his rains, and I will build it as in the days of 
old: that they may possess the remnant of 
Edom, and of all the heathen, which are called 
by my name, saith the Lord that doeth this.

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the tieader of grapes him diat soweth seed; 
and the moontaiiis shall drop sweet wine, and 
all the hills shall melt. And I will hmg again 
the captiTity of my people of Israel, and thej 
shall build the waste cities, and inhabit tliem ; 
and they shall plant vineyards, and drink the 
wine thereof; they shall also make gardens, 
and eat the fmit of them. And I wiD plant 
them upon their land, and they shall no more 
be palled up out of their land which I have 
giiren them, saith the Lord thy God.*

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SECTION XXV. 

And there shall be signs in the sun, and 
in the moon, and in the stars ; and upon earth 
distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea 
and the waves roaring; men's hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking after those 
things which are coming on the earth : for 
the powers of heaven shall be shaken. And 
then shall they see the Son of Man coming in 
a cloud with power and great glory. And 
when these things begin to come to pass, then 
look up, and lift up your heads, for your 
redemption draweth nigh."*^ For I would not, 
brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this 
mystery, lest ye should be wise in your own 
conceits; that blindness in part is happened 
to Israel, until the fulness of the Gentiles be 
come in. And so all Israel shall be saved. f
